A dreadful case of Piracy and murder has 
just occurred 75 miles to the Northward of 
Hongkong. The American schooner Libra 
was attacked, on,the 23d instant. The Cap- 
tain was shot while sitting with his arm 
around his wife aud two of the crew were 
killed, the vessel being entirely looted, 
Thig is supposed. however to be an act of 
vengeance rather than plunder, the Captain 
of the junk being said to be a relative of 
the late notorious Crrong-CHat-rar who 
was executed here a few weeks since. Gun- 
boats are in search of the miscreants and 9 
men have been arrested under suspicious 
of complicity.

Tas Pall Mall. Gaz-tte,-in criticizing the 
Earl of Carnarvon on his appuintment to 
the Colonial Secretaryship, remarks “if 
he bétrue to his own counsels, he cer- 
tainly will aot hesitate to check tat ten- 
dency which: Englishmen, released from 
the restraiut of a strong. Government, too 
‘often show, to tyrannize ‘almost brutally— 
and especially in the great Oriental civili- 
zations of China and Japan which they do 
not understand—over, the native races 
with which: they come into, collision.” It 
is the.fate of Englishmen abroad to be 
perpetually misunderstood by the old 
folks at home,” and.in no respect more sv 
than in their treatment of the natives. of 
the countries over which the Queew bas 
dominion, or ‘where, as in China, they 
merely, have permission to “setile” for 
trading purposes.’ We deny that the ten- 
dency to “tyrannize almost brutally ” is a 
national characteristic of Euglishmen. Not 
eveh the personal fauits which -inciden- 
tally. led to the Indian outbreak deseive 
so harsh a term, and it is utterly unjust 
when applicd tothe couduct of our.coun- 
trymen in any of the great colonies of the 
Empire, Legislation ni each of tle Aus- 
tralian: colonies. abounds. ii evidence - of 
care for the aborigines; and when the 
history of New Zealand is fairly written, it 
will be seen that the wars of Englishmen 
with the natives there, have arisen, not 
from ay tyrannical assertion over native 
rights, but from unavoidable ‘collision. be- 
tween civilization and barbarism in, which 
the countrymen of the Pall: Malt Guzette 
had to contend with the “ brutality” of fues 
who feasted on their flesh and drank their 
blood... That in such a conflict excesses 
were committed is not perhaps very sur 
prising s they are inevitable under such 
circumstances, and we haye read in the co- 
luwns of the London Spectator, that in the 
recent disturbances at Hyde Park thepolice 
occasionally acted with injudicious sevori- 
ty and. so provoked. a hostility that would 
not otherwise have beén manifested. - But 
who thinks ‘of censuring the whole: police 
force for the individual acts of a faw of its 
men ?. Yet. to doso would be quite. as rea- 
sonable as to impute “ tyranny ” or 
“Drutality’” to. Englishmen in their. gen- 
eral treatment of the New Zealander. * 

But it is in the ** Oriental civilizations 
of China aud Japan” that this “ brutal”, 
instinct is said chiefly to..be discerned, 
Where is:the evidence of it in our present 
attitude towards -the natives of ‘those em- 
pires? Where can it be found in the 
history of our past transactions with 
either? - Why the fact is notorious ‘that 
in ansiety to respect, their prejudices, 
Englishmen have carried moderation to 
such an extent as to create contempt in the 
Chinese mind for our apparent weakness 
anil imbecility and there are not wanting 
signs that that feeling is as active as ever. 

The present mai! will convey to our con- 
temporary news: of piracies committed by 
natives of this ‘‘ Oriental. civilization of 
China,” who. bave deliberately wurdered 
peaceful seamen, and who threaten to con- 
tinue doing so, in revenge for. the punish- 
menis ‘which Englishmen, , acting under 
English law, have lute!y . inflicted. upon 
some other Oriental cut treats whose pro- 
fession was piracy and whose . pastime 
murder.

-The edges, they assert, 
must’be lettered aud nut milled, The 
size of the coin must be smaller so as to 
insrease the expenditure of tim. necessary 
to debase it. (‘This would seem to imply 
that half dollars would be more popular 
than dollars, and Smaller coins mure so 
than either.) Many other practical sug 
‘zcstions would doubtless be made by Chi- 
nese experts, if their advice and . opinion 
was solicited by the Mint au.horities. ° In

THE COOLIE TRADE. 
Our German contemporary, the Omnibus, 
contains in its last issue (28rd September) 
the following remarks on the coolie-trafiic 
at Macao :— : : 


“Occurrences in Macao present us once 
more with a fine illustration of the present 
state of the coolie-trafic, now legally esta- 
blished at that port, in which, unbappily, 
a portion of our German shipping is also 
engaged. A few days ago ten heavily-arm- 
ed wuar-junks, despatched from Cantou to 
act against the- pirates on the West.Coast, 
were compelled to take refuge in Macao 
owing to the tempestuons weather and to 
spend ‘a few days iv harbour there; and the 
opportunity was availed of by some of the 
crew to take a look at the city, Only a 
part of these men returned on board their 
ships, inyuiries on the part of their com- 
mander disclosing the fact that eleven of 
his fine fellows had ‘been snapped up and 
were detained in the barracoens fora 
age tu Havana or Peru. An energetic de- 
mand was addressed ‘to the authorities for. 
the surrender of these men,. upon which 
seven were discovered in the -barracoons’ 
and given up, but four ave still missing, 
The Mandariu has declared in a decided 
manner that he will not leave Macao until 
the men who have been stolen are surren- 
dered, aud meanwhile he has written for 
farther instructions to the Viceroy at Can- 
ton. [tis by no. means likely that we shall 
have the opportunity of learning what steps 
the. Portuguese. Government will take 
against the perpetrators in this case. The 
business. is flourishing, aud 80,000 victims 
are required for the present year. We are 
assured by respectuble Chinese that it is 
dangerous to go out in the streets‘of Macao 
at night, and that individuals frequently 
disappear leaving no trace behind, never 
nore to be seen by. their relatives or triends.- 
These are sv called yoluntary emigrants, 
whom, thanks to the right views evtertained 
by the respective Governments, British, 
American, and Prussian ships are no longer 
allowed to carry, whilst vessels from other 
North Germau States and of Spain vad 
Portugal are alluwed to continue this trattic 
uuhindered. it is-to be hoped that, so far 
as German vessels are concerned, this wi}l 
speedily come to an end.” 


Thus far out contemporary, whose hope

The Chiefs of these plaves, being. scant - of 
coin, are like so many Roderick Dhus. lt 
reyuirés indeed, great delicacy of tact and 
management on the part of out authorities, 
with such:a policy, to keep the teain well in 
hand ; and, so to act, as fully to provide 
for the safety of British subjects and the 
growing commerce of . the Straits Settle 
ments. We have had difficulties with the 
subjects of Johore, with -Tringanu, with the 
Laroot authorities; with the Rajah of Ked- 
dahand authorities at Lookoot and Kallang.

With regard 
to. calls which they had paid or were liable 
tu pay, itawas clear that the amount‘of call ‘ 
paid could’ not.be set off against the debts, 
and to allow such ‘a ‘set-off would be con- 
trary to the whole scope of the act, The 
amount of any call dut must be paid’ before 
a member of the compaty could:be, entitled 
toa dividend. _ He’ was of opinion that the 
order of ‘the Vice-Chancellor must’ be af- 
firmed, and the motion refused, costs to be 
paid: by the- official Hquidator out of the 
assets of the company, He added that Lord 
Justice.

SHOCKING CASE OF PIRACY
